IRISH MANAGER'S 
OPINION. 


The Commission, appointed by the Pro 
visional Government to inquire into, the work. 
ing, salaries, wages, conditions of service, cte., 
on Irish railways; continued its sittings’ at 
Leinster House, Dublin, yopertay. Lord Jus- 
tice O'Connor, Chairman, presided; and the 
other meribers of the Commission were Mesars. 
Michael O'Dea, E. J. MacLysaght, and Thomas 
Johnson (Irish Labour Party and Lrish Trades 


nion Congress), 

Mr. John Bagwell, General Manager, Great 
Northern Railway, gave evidence. At the out- 
‘get he referred to a previous statement that he 
had made that his company found it a matter 
of groat re,ret that vhe Commission should 
á Ke a joint one, because if at any time in 
the future the two Governnients should decide 
to pursue different lines of action with regard 
to’ the railways, the ‘position of he Great 
Northérn Ruilway would be a very difficult ene. 
His company woukl give the Commission every 
assistance in their investigations, and such 
information as might be required: would be. 
produced, applying, of course, to the line as a 
whole. The Great Northern Railway, there- 
fore, should not be taken as thereby expressing 
any view as to the constitutional position re- 
garding the authority of the respective Govern- 
ments ib the matter of railways, an issue which 
did not yet seem to be beyond question. 

Ohairman—Is not that an expression of 

inion ? 

Witness—-The reason why I make that state- 
ment is because it has been stated that a man 
cannot serve two masters. 

Chairman—The. legal position is absolutely 
clear beyond question as I have already stated 
here. ere can be no possible controversy 
about it. I would not have mentioned anything 
about it except that the statement was forced 
from me. I deliberately refrained from making 
the statement at the opening of the Com- 
mission. 

Mr. Bagwell, continuing, said that the Great 
Northern Railway had a route mileage of 562, 
of which 384 was single line. The company 
owned jointly with the Midland Railway of 
England) the Co. Donegal Line, and the roll. 
ing stock consisted of 202 engines, 684 coaching 
vehicles, and 5, waggonus. The company 
also owns three hotels; and the total capital 
expenditure was at December 31, 192), 
£10,014,535. Under normal conditions the 
Great Northern Railway was a six per cent. 
line. Last year the dividend paid was only 
five "rr cent.—the lowest since 1890. Since 
1916 the dividends had been produced under 
artificial conditions. For the first four months 
of 1922 the volume of traffic carried by the com- 
pany was about 15 per cent. less than in the 
corresponding period of 1913, and was at the 
present moment, owing to special reasons, at an 
even lower level. The cost of materiels was 
about 92 per cent. above 1913, and there was 
no indication of any immediate fall. The ten- 
dency at present is in cértain cases in the 
Other direction, while the amount of salary and 
wages is now 212 per cent. above what it was 

en. ' 

Dealing with the volume of traffic, Mr. 
Bagwell said —The present volume of traffic is 
not what one went like it to be; improve- 
ment depended upon a revival of trade in 
general, and of Irish trade in particular, and 
that in turn is largely “iná sh upon the 
political fusure of the country. A commer- 
cjally united Ireland would obviously tend to 
commercial prosperity and a commercially 
divided Ireland to the rev:-se, Continuing, he 
said that the company could not obtain im- 
mediate adequate relief except by the redue- 
tions of salaries and wages and tho altera- 
tion of = existing conditions of service, 
as the present cost of salaries and wages 
constituted 56 p.c. of the total annual éxpendi- 


ture. , 
NATIONALISATION. 


Discussing the best means of consolidating 
or otherwise working the different railways 
Im iutare, and of providing the rolling 
stock and other equipment used on the rail- 
Ways, witness said as regards nationalisation 
his opinion was that State ownershir of rail- 
ways in Ireland would not be of benefit to the 
community. He believed that to afford a given 
service would cost far more under such a 
system than under private enterprise, and that 
any benefits would be for the few at the ex- 
pense of many. The railways which led the 
world in efficiency and also in cheapness, having 
due regard: te the circumstances of the various 
countries, were those in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, the United States, and France 

Dealing with the question of amalgamation or 
grouping ander private management; he said 
that while amalgamations were desirable in so 
far as they tended to more convenient relations 
with the Government, but to a less extent with 
the users of the railways, no marked increase 
of facilities would result therefrom. He did 
not thipk the econemies eufficient to materially 
ease the- present ffouncial “difteaity would re- 
sult from amalgamation. Te gave instances 
where no Saving could be effected. Heads under 
which savings would be made were direction, 
superintendence, and railway clearing-house ex- 
penses, After careful consideration, £15,000 
was a liberal estimate of the saving to be ulti- 
mately effected, while the immediate saving 
would not reach half the amount, having regard 
to the cost of compensation for loss of office. 
The form which amalgamation should take, in 
his opinion, should be divided into two groups— 
one consisting of the Midland Great Westorn 
and all lines north thereof, to inelude portion 
of the Great Southern and Western between 
Athenry and Colloowey, and the other con- 
sisting of the Great Sonthern and Western 
and all other lines south of the Midland 
Great Western. In view, however, of certain 
considerations there was something to be said 
of the three-group system—the Midland 
N.C.C.), Ballycastle, and Belfast and County 

wn Railways—which were actually within 
the six Northern counties, forming a group by 
themselves. 

Mr. Johnson—-Is all your construction work 
done in Ireland? 

In reply, witness said that it was not, En- 

ines were bought in England and were put up 
m Dundalk. The Great Northern Railway had 
never been a company that manufactured en- 
gines except to a very small extent. His 
opinion wag that before it would pay a railway 
to build its own locomotives it woygld want to 
be a very big company. The very big railways 
in Great Britain rightly manufactured their 
own locomotives, and it paid them to do so. 

Proceeding, witness said that at Dundalk 
they manufactured everything that they could 
do ‘economically, which was practically every- 
thing except locomotives. It was enormously 
cheaper to buy locomotives than to manufac- 


ture them. 


THE LOUGH SWILLY LINE. 


Witness’s evidence was interrupted by the 
reading of the following telegram received by 
the Chairman from Mr. Hunt, of the London- 
derry and Lough Swilly Railway Company ~~

Mr. J. W. Young, representing the Irish 
Farmers’ Union, gave evidence as to the neces 
sity for a change in the management and 
control of Irish railways. Among other matters, 
he submitted that the rates for the conveyance 
af stock and goods were altogether beyond 
what the industries of the country could 
endure, and were almost a prohibitive handicap 
on business, especially on the farming industry. 
He said that he was entirely opposed to 
nationalisation of rallwore. Government 
management wes almost always less efficient 
and economical than that of private companies. 
Moreover, the Governy system of 
railways was a monopoly, whereas the greatest 
efficiency was always gained by competition. 
He was in favour of maintaining the system 
of private ownership in Ireland, but the rail- 
ways should be compelled to act under a limijed 
maximum rate, fixed by a Government depért- 

nt. 

The witness having concluded his evidence, 
the Commission adjourned until to-day, -

Hf the 
new Southern Parliament puts the Free 
State Constitution out of accord with the 
Treaty, the Treaty will have been violated, 
H attacks on North-East Ulster do not 
cease, the fulfilment of the Treaty may be 


prepared to wait upon events. The Collins- 
de Valera agreement was a calamity; but, 
if it does what Messrs, Griffith and Collins 
expect from it, British Ministers will’ 
welcome the results. They appreciate the 
Provisional Government's difficulties and 
retain confidence in its good faith. That 
confidence, we gather, more than any other 
factor, has prevented the London discus- 
sions from ending in a state of war. 

The situation—let us not try to disguise 
the. truth—is terribly grave. It contains

We hope 
earnestly that he will revoke this decision. 
There is urgent need of full, free and con- 
ciliatory talk between the Northern and 
Southern leaders if, on the one hand, the 
Treaty is to be saved, and if, on the other, 
the prosperity of North-East Ulster is 
not. to suffer irreparable harm. 

The greatest of all services that can be 
paid to the cause of settlement is now in 
the giving of the people of Southern Ire- 
land—the common people, the men in the 
street. Mr, Churchill’s speech ought to 
impress every one of them with the vast 
issues which hang upon the coming elec

The Italian people are beginning to feel 
uneasy about the stability of their 
country. Those recent mysterious visits 
to d’Annunzio, first by Baldesi and Dara- 
gona, the two Socialist leaders, and then 
by Tchitcherin, have tended to throw the 
public mind into a panic. The fear is 
general that some sinister plot is 
afoot to overthrow the existing social 
structure of Italy and to set up communism 
in its place. What Tchitcherin, the chief 
Russian delegate to Genoa, can have had 
to do with the ardent patriot, d’Annunzio, 
is difficult to know. The imperialist of 
Fiume fame can have little in common 
with the Bolshevist delegate. The com- 
mercial . agreement, however, between 
Italy and Russia is an admitted fact; 
and, without doubt, the Cabinet's stead- 
fast refusal as yet to publish its contents 
is principally responsible for the popular 
feeling of distrust and suspicion. An 
additional cause is supplied by the simul- 
taneous occurrence of communist activities 
in many parts of Italy. The Fascisti, 
who represent the conservative order,. are 
colliding continually with the communists, 
and at the moment Bologna is in a state of 
turmoil because they have called for the 
dismissal ‘of a suspected prefect. There 
may be little or much «ignificance in the 
present restlessness ir Italy ; but the far- 
reaching influence of Bolshevism cannot 
be under-rated 


Easier Emigration. 


The recent addition of the Majestic and 
the Berengaria, “s well as the American 
liners Resolute and Reliance, to the trans- 
Atlantic passenger fleet seems to have 
given a great fillip to ocean travel. Since 
January lst. nearly. 130,000 people have 
sailed from the United States to European 
orts.. The traffic from Europe to America 
as not been quite so large owing to the 
restrictive immigration laws. At present 
Ellis Island is the terror of emigrants 
The examination of pro- 
spective settlers in America is so strict 
that numbers of steerage passengers are 
sent back to. Europe regularly, while in 
many cases families are separated in this 
way. The new system which is being pro- 
posed aims at the removal of this hard- 
ship. Stations will be provided at Euro- 
n ports where intending emigrants will 
» examined by American inspectors, and 
the danger of rejection at Ellis Island 
will disappear. The passenger traflic 
both to and from America is likely to in- 
crease very heavily during the next few 
months, and we hope that many of the 
visitors will be encouraged to come to 
Dublin for the Tailteann Games. 


Derby Day. 


Derby Day is one of England's great 
institutions, and, when it begins to 
lose its glamour, something will be rotten 
in the state of the Empire. Men and 
women in every corner of the globe heard 
with eager interest the news that Captain 
Cuttle had won the Derby. From Dublin 
to Sydney, from Vancouver to Bagdad, 
FEnghshmen, Lrishmen, and Scots. bewailed 
their bad luck in having backed the wrong 
horse; for everybody gambles on the 
Derby. Derby. Day is one of the things 
which foreigners cannot understand.

There was a very large attendance in 
the House of Commons this afternoon ; for 
the anxiety abou! the Irish situation inter- 
fered greatly with the usual desire to so 
to the Derby.

Strangers’ Gallery adjoining were Mr. 
Arthur Griffith and Mr. Michael Collins. 
Both are members of the British Parlia- 
ment. and entitled to a seat on the floor ; 
but, since they have not taken their places, 
they were in the gallery. When I 
Churchill rose to speak there must hao 
been quite three hundred members present, 
and this number ensured a good Grovein- 
ment majority in case of need. The Govern 
ment Whips had talén great care all the 
morning to secure the attendance of fait! 
ful supporters; for it was felt that no 
risks should be taken. If Mr. Churchill s 
statement had not been considered sat!- 
factory, the “ Die-hards "’ would have vote: 
against the motion for the adjournmens 
Opinion differs very much whether Mr. 
Churchill's speech was to be regarded as 
hopeful or the reverse. ‘t was full 0 
passages which could be read in eith 
sense. There 1s no doubt that the Cabin 
takes a very serious view of the prese! 
situation in Ireland, and, according 
rumour, there is a section which 
that the British fofces will have to inte: 
vene before peace is restomd. On tha 
other hand, there is very great reluctance 
to abandon faith in the Free Stats leaders : 
for the belief that they were to le truste 
was the sole foundation of the Treaty. 


MR. CHURCHILL'S SPEECH. 


As regards the manner of the speech.

We are our- 
selves objects in knowledge, but knowledge 
must come first in logical order in our imter- 
pretation of reality, for, outside actual or pos- 
sible knowledge, existence has no significance. 

It was reserved for Kant to. point out, as 
against the British school of thinkers, that when 
we have experience we are always more than 
we take our own indirect experience to be; that 
knowledge is the essential condition for any 
experience at all; and that the meaning 
intelligible only in so far as that experience 
is there, for knowledge is essential as the 
foundation of the existence of any object world, 
even of ideas.

as the ultimate rosponsibility for che restora- 
tion of th se people to their homes, and for 
compensation for loss or damage to their pro- 
perty. 
' My Government regret that a certain’ small 
number of law-abiding citizens bave recently 
been obliged to fles from their homes in this 
country under threat of violence, and we are 
awaré that some oí these people have left for 
England. 

In so far as these persons are concerned, the 
Provisional Government fully realise the neces- 
sity of making provision to relieve their 
pecuniary distress. and they appreciate the 
prompt action of His Majesty’s Government to 
that end. They bave nyo hesitation in giving 
the desired assurance that thev accept liability 
for the exnenditure imcurred in providing such 
relief in bonc-fide cases.

the whole Irish people see that we were acting

SECOND REASON. 
SUPPRESSION OF BANDITS, 


But thete was a second reason which actuated 
at leam some.of the Provisional Government, 
which certatniy should carry due weight with 
House. The progress of disorder, of law- 
lessnéss, of social degeneration had been so 
Nene extensive in the 26 counties since 
the Wparture of the British troops and the dis- 
bandment of the R.LC., that the Provisional 
Government could not possibly guarantee the 
ordinary security of life and property if these 
securities weré challenged by an active, ardent, 
violent Republican’ minority. eS: 

Now this Republican minority, it is explained, 
consists mainly of a comparatvely small number 
of arméd men, violent in method, fanatical in 
temper, and in many cases disinterested or im, 
personal in their motives. But behind these, 
strengthening these, disgracing these, there is 
a larger number of sordid ruffians, or brigands, 
robbing and pillagifig for their personal gain or 
for private revenge, or creating disorder and 
confusion out of a pure love for disorder and 
contusion, Those bandits~for they are nothing 
han their devastating course under the 
so-called glamour .of the Republic, and are in- 
exiricahly imtermingled with- bona fide ~ Re- 
publican visionaries, 

The Provisional Government declare ‘that 
they ara unable to deal with these - bandits 
while,’ at the same time, they are engaged in 
armed siruggles with bona fide Republicans. 
They declare that the agreement in which they 
have entered with the Republicans would 
isolate the brigands; and would enable the 
brigands to be struck at and suppressed; that 
a greater. méasure of liberty and security would 
immediately be restored, and that such eondi- 
tiong are an indispensable preliminary to any 
free expression of the political will of the Trish 
peorie, to whieh they look forward at un. early 
Cae. . . . “ = 

They say, further, that it is in the power of 
the extreme minority in Ireland by murdering 
British soldiers or ex-soldiers, or R.1.C. men: 
who have. retired from the Constabulary, or 
Protestants in the South, or by disttirbing 
Ulster, to produce a series of epmodes, which; 
if prolonged or multiplied, would, in fact, de- 
stroy the relationship between ' Great Britain 
and Treland, and render the carrying through 
of the Treaty impossible on both sides. I am 
a to say that I see there is great force in 
that. , 

They point out that,.if they give protection 
io fifty or a hundred persons who are menaced 
and apply to them, and.one person in another 
district is murdered, they get no credit for the 
efforts that they have made with their limited 
forces to give protection to the fifty, and the 
blame and discredit for the murder of the one 
is naturally and legitimately assigned to them. 
On these grounds, therefore, the Provisional 
Government, and on other grounds which they 
will, no doubt, state in their own way—I am 
not holding them responsible for the actual 
language 1 have used-~-fee] themselves com- 
pelled to enter into the compact-to which If 
have referred. 

i am not con¢ealing from the House the 
grave, possibly fatal, disadvantages of such a 
compact. If, however, it was attended by any 
marked and immediate improvemeat im the 
conditions of social order throughout the 
twenty-six counties, by a’ eessation of all 
attacks upon Ulster, by a cessation of the 
murders of ex-servants of the Crown or of 
Protestants in the South, or of British sokliers, 
then I say there would be great udvantages 
which might well be set off. against the te. 
advantages of increased delay in ascertaining 
the true free will of the Irish people in respect 
of the Treaty ‘offer which has been made by 
Great Britain. 

POSITION MUCH EASIER, 
PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT’S 
STATEMENT, 
lt is too early to say vow wheiher any of 
those compensatang advantages will be gained. 
Home of the positions occupied by the 
mutineers—by the irregulars, or whatever they

THE CONSTITUTION. 
POINTS FOR EXAMINATION. 


It is at this stage, and in a situation already 
sombre and critical, that fhe Constitution of the 
Free State, which is being prepared by the 
Provisional Government, appears on the scéne. 
This Constitution has to be framed by the Pro- 
visional Government in accordance with the 
usual Dominion practice. It is to be published 
by them before the election, to be held on June 
16th. and this Constitution has to be syb- 
mitted immediately, and is the fitst task of 
the Provisional Parliament resulling from the 
election. 
The Provisional Government promised Mr. 
de Valera that the Constitution should be 
before the electors im good time for she elec- 
tion. The Provisional Government also pro- 
mised us that we should have an opportunity 
of seeing. it before it was made public, This 
promise they Have -kept; and the ‘British sig- 
natories of the Treaty, with their legal end 
technical advisers; have now lad an oppor- 
tunity of examining the Constitution. 
We are entitled to examine it from two 
points of view only. First, we are entitled to 
examine it in order to ascertain whether it is in 
full and true accord with the Treaty, and, 
secondly, from the point of view of the essur-. 
ances which were given to the Southern Union- 
ists at the time the Treaty was signed. So far 
as the Gevernment of the interior of Bouthern 
Ireland is concerned—the methods of . govern- 
ment that prevailed there, the constitutional 
system involved in the electoral system—all 
these are Irish matters, far outside any scope 
which we irtend to claim for ourselves. 
But on these two points we are not only 
entitled, but

this stage is informal and jak & 
Dominion framing a Constitution would not.

LOOKING AHEAD. 
ANOTHER ACT NEEDED, 


Let me now direct the attention of the 
House to the ct, so far as it can be 
surveyed, which would lie before us if every- 
thing went without being interrupted by any 
violent event. After the Constitution has 
been published, and after the ‘election has 
taken place, the Constitution will be submitted 
to the Provisional Parliament, such as it is. 
resulting from the election, and after it has 
} been passed through that Provisional Parlia- 
ment. in Dublin it will be sent 40 us over here 
for confirmation and for the final ratification 
of the Treaty. 

Not until we have passed another Act of 
Parliament confirming the Constitution and 
finally ratifying the Treaty does the Irish 
Free State attain its full judicial status.

The Dublin Port and Docks Boerd have 
under construction a new wharf in Alexandra 
Basin, at which it is intended to provide a 
depth of 46ft. at high tide. The building of a 
wharf such as this, in reat height and 
corresponding weight, prin A presents some 
difficulties, which are being overcome by adopt- 
ing the caisson method of construction. The 
oundation and lower courses of the quay wall 
are being built on land in the form of rein- 
forced conerete caissons, each 40ft. in length. 
The caissons are launched after completion, and 
while afloat their outer walls are built. upwards, 
the HG graceehy sinking under the weight 
so added. ey are then towed to pre-deter- 
mined positions and sunk upon a prepared bed. 
After this operation the superstructure is built 
upon the portion of the wells projecting above 
the surface of the water. Each caisson weighs 
about 3,000 tons when ready for sinking, as 
compared with 350 tons, the weight of the con- 
crete blocks employed in 1871 for the founda- 
tions of the original quay walls. The huge 
caissons can be handled quite as readily and 
economically’ as the much emailer concrete 
blocks formerly used. Two of the caissons in 
Dublin have already been launched and towed 
to the = ak where the building of the walls 
is being conducted.
